The accident occurred in the south heading 
of the tunnel, 640 feet from the shaft. A 
gang of twenty rock drillers was working 
in the heading, and fifty feet from the end 
a gang made up of twenty muckers and a 
foreman was removing the débris. | 
Without warning the mass of rock fell with 
a tremendous crash, almost closing the tun- 
nel and creating a panic among the two or 
three hundred men at work in other sections, 
Great clouds of dust filled the excavation. 
The frightened men, most of them ltaillans, 
made wild efforts to escape, their cries 
adding ‘to the confusion. Before long, how- 
ever, all made their way to the street and 
the work of rescue was commenced. 

At first it was supposed at least a dozen 
men had been buried under the debris.

Speaking of Schley’s bearing during the 
reconnobsance, Lieutenant Welle said the 
Commodore did not take refuge behind the 
conning tower, but was outside during the 
entire action.

PILLSBURY DIES. 


TA PASSES AWAY. 


| Was Leader in Building Up of Minne- 


apolis, Where He and Relatives Bes- 
tablished Great Flouring Industry 
Gave Large Sums to Charitable In- 
stitations and Made Gifts to State 
University - Three Times Blected 
Chief Executive of the State. 


Minneapolis, Minn. Oct. 18.—John 8. Pils- 
bury, former Governor of Minnesota and 
one of the State's foremost citisens, died 
early this morning of Bright's disease. His 
Ulness was comparatively brief. 

Mr. Pilishury wae a member of the family 
of flour millers, and after numerous gifts to 
charitable institutions left a large fortune, 
He served three terms as Governor, from 
1876 to 1882. 

He was the friend and benefactor of the 
University of Minnesota, to which he gave 
ite $150,000 science hall and on whose ——, 
ites alumni erected to him a fine 
‘statue. He had long been a member of 
the Board of Regents, having named a 
life member. He also presented to his native 
town of Sutton, N. H., a town hall in memory 
of his parents. 

With hia wife he established an endow- 
ment fund of $100,000 for a home in this city 
for children and aged women. Last year he 
built here a home for working girls at a 
cost of $25,000, and this year he gave $75,000 
for a public library on the Hast Side. 


of Pillsbury. 
John Sargent Pillsbury was born in - 
ton, N. H., on July 20, 1828, and descended 
from Joshua Pillsbury, the English emi- 


| grant, who settled in Newburyport, Mass. 


in 1640. Hie father was a manufacturer and 
a man prominent in affairs of state. His 
mother belonged to the Wadleigh family.“ 
At 18 years of age he became a printer's 
Apprentice. Three years of service con- 
. him that business was better sulted to 
his taste, and he became a clerk in a retail 
store. He epent four years in a store at 
Sutton and two years in business for himself 
at Concord. In 1853 he traveled westward 
on a tour of observation, passing through 
many States, and in 1855 decide dto locate at 
St. Anthony, Minn 
He saw the power of the falls of the Mis- 
sissipp! River at that point and foresaw the 
possibilities of their utilization in manufac- 
turing. He first engaged in the sale of hard- 
ware, and prospered in business even through 
the severe financial panic of 1857 until his 
building and stock were entirely consumed 
by fire during that year. His partners gave 
up, but Mr. Pillsbury assumed the liabilities 
of the firm, settled all creditors’ claime with 
his personal notes, paid them, and resumed 
business. 
When the State university was over- 
whelmed with debt and Governor Ramsey 
recommended the sale of the lands and the 
closing of the institution, Mr. Pillsbury 
evolved the scheme by which the university 
was saved to the State and effected complete 
settlement with all the creditors. 


Started Big Flour Mills. 

Mr, Pillsbury was a member of the first 
company that utilized the power of St. An- 
thony's Falls for the manufacture of flour 
on any considerable scale. In this enterprise 
he was associated with his brother, George 
A., and his nephew, Charles A. Pillabury, 
under the firm name of C. A. Pillabury & Co. 
The management of the business as to details 
was in the hands of C. A. Pillsbury, whose 
death in 1800 left the former Governor the 
only surviving partner of the original firm. 

When the promoters of a scheme to com- 
bine all the milling interests of the North- 
west in a trust approached Governor Pilla- 
bury they met such an emphatic rebuff that 
the scheme was abandoned. He believed in 
competition that depends for success upon 
the excellence of ita product, and opposed 
trusts organized to fix the price to consumers 
by controlling the output. 

A Republican in politics, he was nominated 
and elected Governor in 1875; renominated by 
acclamation and resleeted in 1877 and again 
renominated and reélected in 1879. Heisthe 
only man ever elected Governor of Minnesota 
for a third term. He was elected the third 
time by the people, who desired him to com- 
plete the work he had begun of refunding the 
State debt and paying the bonds that had 
been twice repudiated.

Mr. Smith will ask Congress to increase 
the appropriation for the rural free delivery 
service to $6,250,000, an increase of $2,750,000 
over the estimates for last year. Mr. Smith

Seattle. Wash., Oct. 18. +[Special.]—The 
twenty-seven bronzed. and bearded men com- 


_ posing three of the parties sent by the United 


States Geological ‘Burvey into the wilds of 
the arctic circle arrived from Nome on the 


| St. Paul and will proceed immediately to 


Washington, where the data and information 
secured on the trip will be embodied-in gov- 
ernment statistics, maps, and reports. 

The three parties operated in as many sec- 
tlons of Alaska north of the arctic circle; one, 


under the leadership of T. G. Gerdine and A. 


J. Collier, survéyed the region north of Nome, 
mapping topographically and geologically an 
area of about 5,000 square miles in the north 
half of Seward Peninsula. The second, head- 
ed by W. J. Peters, made an investigation of 


the almost unknown district lying between | 


the Koyukuk River and the arctic coast at 
Point Barrow. The third party confined its 
attention to a portion of the lower Yukon 
River, Little Koyukuk, Dall River, Old Man 
Creek, and Kobuck River, 

Rivers hundreds of miles in length were 
traversed and unknown and dangerous rap- 
ide were encountered. The party led by T. G. 


Gerdine and A. J, Collier had by far the 


— Explore Shores of Arctic, 
The Peters party reached the scene of 

operations over the snow of last spring. 


The first objective point was the Koyuk 
River. This it explored for a short dis- 


tance and then started no towards the. 


shores of the Arctic. Upon réaching a 
tributary of the Colville River the party 


descended the stream to the coast. Som- 
plete exploration was made of the imme 


dilate vicinity. 4 

The Peters party, upon reaching the coast, 
worked along the shore until. y struck 
Point Barrow. When Point/Barrow was 
reached the members of the party were well 


nigh exhausted. From Point Barrow they. 


continued along the coast ‘until they reached 
Cape Lisbon, where they caught the steam- 
er Arctic and proceeded to Nome. 


Long Trip by One Party. 

By far the longest and most arduous trip 
was that assigned to the Mendenhall! party. 
For months at a time it traversed desolate 
etretches of river and mountain north of the 
Yukon River and below Rampart and Fort 
Hamlin. Warly last May the Mendenhall 
outfit feft Seattle. The Yukon River from 
Fort Yukon to Fort Hamlin was surveyed 
and statistics as to depth and flow of water 
were secured. From Fort Hamlin the party 
worked through the country to Little 
Koyukuk. then to the head of Old Man Creek. 
Old Man Creek was found to be a treacherous 
stream. A distance of over 200 miles was 
traversed by the creek. Several ttmes boats 
with provisions were upset and several of 
the men narrowly escaped drowning. — 


Lose Supplies in Rapids. 


Owing to the lose of a good portion of their 
supplies by overturning of boats in the 
rapids, the party was almost entirely out of 


rovisions when it finally managed to reach | 


rgman. | 
At Bergman the party began the ascent of 
several of the northern tributaries of the 
Koyukuk River in an effort to locate a good 
rtage from the tributary to the Kobuck 
ver. On Aug. 1 the party reached the 
portage and found an easy route, only five 
and one-half miles in 2282 The route was 
located plainly for prospectors. 
After — 1 the party took 
up work on the uck River. The first 
fifty miles ef the upper course was found 
dificult to navigate. There were four series 
Below the last 
series of rapids the river was found easy of 
descent. The stream gradually widens out 
and grows deeper, and few sandbars were 
encountered. During August the party man- 
aged to make its way down to Kotzebue 
Sound, from which point it succeeded in 
tting passage to Nome. 
‘The 4— distance traveled in Alaska and 
British territery was over 8,000 miles. Com- 
plete statistics were secured of 1,100 miles 
of territory.

THAN EVER ENOWN. 


Siafavorable Signs Are Rare in the 
Commercial Outlook — Manufactur- 
img Industries Enjoy Exceptional 
Activity, While Jobbers and Retail- 
ers Find No Occasion for Complaint— 
Speculation Is Comparatively Quiet 
in Bank Clearings. 


New York, Oct. 18.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly review of trade t6morrow will say: 

” Unfavorable signs are rare in the business 
outlook. Manufacturing industries enjoy ex- 
ceptional activity and most jobbers and re- 
tallers find no occasion for complaint. Mild 
weather is the one influence that may be 
charged with retarding retail merchandise 
distribution, yet there is general confidence 
that any sales thus postponed will be made 
up later. The same influence is invaluable 
in facilitating the handling of crops, erecting 
bDulldings, and other outdoor work. 

Although a fifth of the year is still to be 


heard from, including the usual interruption 


of elections and possible disturbance of legis- 
lation, there is ample evidence that the vol- 
ume of legitimate business will largely ex- 
ceed. all previous records. 

„ Speculation is comparatively quiet, both 
in securities and options on leading products. 
which emphasizes the activity in trade chan- 
nels as shown by bank exchanges for the 
week at New York being 33 per cent larger 
than last year and 8.4 above 1899, while at 
other leading cities the gains were 16,3 and 
1 per cent respectively. 


Iron and Steel. 

“Strength without inflation still summar- 
des the iron and steel situation. Despite 
two months of interruption by the strike 
evidence accumulates that the year will sur- 
pass all records in production of finished 
material, and consequently in consumption, 
of ore and pig iron.

There was some conflict in the Argentine 
news. The Broomhall cable and private ca- 
bles received here were to the effect that 
the drought had done considerable damage, 
and the prospects were for a small crop. A 
cable message to a New York house reported 
the crop badly damaged in the north Santa 
Fe province, but prospects for a large crop 
in south Sante Fé and Buenos Ayres. There 
was an evident feeling of alarm in English 
and continental markets lest the drought 
should continue long enough to materially 
lessen prospective supplies from that source 
next year, and as a precautionary measure 
increased purchases from this side were 
made, all ports announcing free acceptances 
of over-night bids. There were gales eof 
230,000 bu here and of 760,000 bu at the sea~ 
board, exporters generally reporting im- 
proved bids from Germany and the United 
Kingdom. 


There was buying of futures for New York, 
Baltimore, and Philadelphia, presumably for 
foreign account, and some buying for 
Argentina was claimed. The Northwest was. 
‘a buyer to a moderate extent, the claim being 
made it was in the way of removing hedges 


there was some covering by shorts. The best 
support, however, came from the coterie of 
prominent pit and floor traders who have 
been working for an advance for over a 
week. There was a general commission sell- 
ing on the advanee, which was enough to 
allow holders to get out of losses carefully 
nursed for some weeks. There was not much 
increase in the outside speculative interest, 
but there was a little, and a belief that if 
the foreign markets continue to show 
strength a good bull market may develop. 

Northwestern receipts were 650 cars, about 
the same as last year, but 200 smaller than 
the week before. Prim’ry points had 929,741 
bu, compared with 1,072,025 bu last year. 
Clearances were 483,082 bu for the day, and 
for the week increased to 5,536,000 bu, com- 
pared with 4,719,000 bu the week before, and 
8,797,000 bu last year; There were reports of 
freer marketing of wheat in the Southwest, 
but it is still on a small scale, and feeding to 
stock continues heavy.

Little Doing in Oorn Futures. 

Corn could not well have been a narrow- 
er market, looked at from any point of view. 
The price.range was less than \c, although 
closing prices were the smallest fraction 
over those of the previous day. 

No change is taking place in husking re- 
turns on the corn situation generally. The 
former continue about as bad as they could 
be. Messages from Des Moines claimed it 
was impossible to buy cash corn at that 
point. The corn is there, but farmers have 
ceased selling. Statistics were bullish. 
Primary. receipts fell down to 469,100 bu, 
as compared with 714,900 bu last year. The 
local inspection was 188 cars, against 581 
cars a year ago. Argentine shipments were 
664,000 bu, against 416,000 bu the previous 
week and 304.000 bu last year.

Only a Scalping Trade in Oats. 

It was entirely a local scalping market in 
oats. An occasional short demand put the 
price e over Thursday’s closing, and in all 
deliveries*except October the gain was well 
maintained, Out of local receipts of 186 cars, 
31 were contract. The seaboard cleared 24,- 
200 bu. Only a moderate business was done 
in the cash market, Trade here is steady 
and regular.

82 two years ago the most interest- 


ing book of the fall season was the two 
volumes of Letters of Robert Louis 
Stevenson, edited by Sydney Colvin. 
The most interesting book of the pres- 
ent season is the Life of Robert Louis Steven- 
gon by Mr. Graham Balfour, also in two vol- 
umes, which will be published by Messrs. 
Scribner on Saturday next. | 
It was at first given out that Mr. Colvin 
was to write the authorized life of Stevenson. 
Then Mrs. Stevenson asked Mr. Balfour to 
undertake this labor of love. Mr. Balfour 
consented and set himself to work. No soon- 
er, however, had it become generally known 
that he was to Write the k than Mr. Colvin, 
announced that he had reconsidered his de- 
termination, or rather, that he had more time 
for doing the work and would set about (tat 
once. For a time the situation looked dark, 
but it is now:settledand Mr, Balfour has had 
all the material for writing such a life put 
into his hands by Mr. Stevenson’s widow. 
Mr. Balfour is particularly well chosen for 


the work, for not only was he a kinsman of 


Mr. Stevenson's but he lived with him in 
Samoa when he was doing some of his most 
important work. Mr. Balfourisa university 
man and a writer and a devoted admirer of 
every line that Stevenson ever wrote. Al- 
though closely related to Stevenson, he never 
met him face to face until 1891in Samoa. He 
‘staid there for two years and a halt, then set 
gail for Fiji to take the same cruise that 
Stevenson had taken in 1890. When he came 
back to Samoa Stevenson was dead and 


| Vatlima was deserted. It was a month, how- 


ever, before he could leave the island, and then 
he joined Mrs. Stevenson in San Francisco, 
When he returned to England he took with 
him a large trunk full of letters and papers, 
some of which were used in Mr. Colvin's 
volumes. 

In his preface Mr. Balfour tells us that this 
book is intended to supplement the volumes 
of Stevenson's letters already published. He 
has availed himself as far as possible of the 
-writings in which Stevenson has referred to 
himself and his past experience. Much ofthe 
book is autobiographical, for Stevenson 
wrote a great deal about himself in bis let- 
ters and manuscripts. 

Mr. Balfour begins with Stevenson's ances- 
tors, whom he traces back to 1675. But we 
are not so much interested in them as weare 
in their famous descendant. Without a 
knowledge of his parents, however, it might 
be hard to understand the man in whom we 
are so interested. Stevenson has written 


4 much about his father, who was a sturdy 


Scot and a man of great character. He ws 
a man of somewhatantiquestrain,” writes his 
son, with blended sternness and softness 
that was wholly Scottish and at first some- 
what bewildering; with a profound essential 
melancholy of disposition and (what often 
accompanies it) the most humorous geniality 
in company; shrewd and childish; passion- 
ately attached, passionately prejudiced; a“ 
man of many extremes, many faults of tem- 
per, and no stable foothold for himself among 
life’s troubles. Yet he was a wise adviser;

His 
parents provided him with all the luxuries 
except money, and up to the age of 23 his 
allowance was at the most five shillings a 
week. The result was,“ says Mr. Balfour, 
“that the lad went his own way and fre- 
quented places which consorted with his 
means.“ This may have extended his future 
knowledge of man and woman and of many 
of the aspects of human life, but it was 
scarcely as successful a policy as his father 
intended, had he known what places were 
his son's headquarters, at a tobacconist’s 
shop, to the Lothian Road, and to a succes- 
sion of such hostelries as the Green Elephant, 
the Twinkling Star, and the Gay Japanee. It 
was, however, when he was a student that 
he determined to become a writer. How he 
prepared himself for this career is well 
known, for he has told frankly how he 
played the sedulous ape to Hazlitt, to 
Lamb, to Wordsworth, to Sir Thomas 
Browne, to De Foe, to Hawthorne, to Mon- 
taigne, to Baudelaire, to Obermann.“ 
One of the most interesting pages of these 


five and twenty. 
seventy-three,’’ writes Mr. Balfour, was a 
decisive year; although it left Stevenson as it 
found him, and as the student with literary 
taste it marked a definite change fn his life.” 
The most important event of this year was 
the meeting with «rs. Sitwell and Sydney 
Colvin. It was to Mrs. Sitwell, it will be 
remembered, that those letters of Steven- 
son's were addressed in which they show so 
much the inner feelings and thoughts of the 
ensuing period of his life. 

Into formal society Stevenson could never 
be induced to go. When he went to London 
in 1874 he met a number ot well known peo- 
ple, but in an informal way. He did want to 
see Carlyle, but did not succeed in doing so. 
When Stevenson was mentioned to the sage 
of Chelsea as a young Scot who was most 
anxious to meet him, and had taken to the 
study of Knox, Carlyle would say that he 
did not see why anybody should want either 
to see his “ wretched old carcass, or to know 
anything more of Knox.” 

About this time he wen to France and there 
he made the acquaintance of two well known 
Americans, who were his intimate friends 
from the time they first met to the day of 
his death. They were Augustus St. Gaudens 
and Will H. Low. These three friends spent 
the happiest days of their lives in the French 
country, principally at Barbizon. Paris, 
however, was not neglected by Stevenson or 
his American friends. 

At one time he writes: I am in a new 
quarter, and flane about in a leisurely way. 
I dine every day in a crémerie with a party of 
Americans, an Irishman, and sometimes an 
English lady.” 

In a letter to his mother he describes an

A Multitude of Counsellors:”. By J. N. 

Larned. Houghton, Mimin & Co. 

It was an original idea of J. N. Larned 
to compile his book, A Multitude of Coun- 
sellors (Houghton, Mifflin & C6.), which is 
something more than an ordinary compila- 
tion, however, for it has a distinét and last- 
ing value. Not only has it its use as a book 
of reference, but it fs a volume worthy to go 
upon the choicest shelf in the lfbrary for its 
sound ethical contents. It is a collection of 
codes, precepts, and rules of life from the 
wise of all ages, beginning with the precents 
of Ptah-Hotep, the Egyptian; contained in 
what is known as thé oldest book in the

of each sage are preceded by a short bio- 
graphical sketch, and the whole is led off by 
a really fine essay by Mr. Larned himself 


“On the Ancient apd Modern Knowledge ot 


Good and Evil.“ | 
There are eighty-five sources,from which 
these codes, precepts, traits, essays, teach- 
ings, rulings, and words of advice.are taken, 
and they cover almost every condition of 
life from the most ancient tothe most modern 
times. The authors range from the trans- 
cendentalists of Brook Farm back to un- 
known men in the vanished civilizations of 
the past, from Christiam teachers to heathen 
philosophers, and yet, for all this variance 
of source, there are many parallel ideas and 
a singular uniformity of expressions at times. 
Mr. Larned speaks of this in his introductory 
essay. He contrasts the astonishing maturity 
of the ethical precepts of the old Egyptian 
with the harder and grosser decalogue of 
Mount Sinai; he traces the gradual evolution 
of the concepts of good and evil through all 
the changing yéars and creeds down to the 
present day, in a most interesting manner.

They are finding 
fault with everything that he does. They 
blamed him in no measured terms for styling 


himself King Edward VII. on the ground that. 


none of the previous six King Edwards in 
English history had been monarchs of Scot- 
land, and now they are up in arms, especially 
the religious element of the population, at 
the news that King Edward has given or- 
ders for the private chapel at Balmoral— 
known as the Service Room—to be converted 
into a smoking-room. | 

King Edward donned Highland attire when 
he crossed the Tweed going north the other 
day by way of compliment to the land of 
cakes. But it may be questioned whether 
he will go the length of humoring the Scotch 
people by partaking of the sacraments ac- 
cording to Presbyterian rites. He never ap- 
proved of this concession to Scottish 
prejudices on the part of his mother, holding 
that it was contrary to her obligations as 


head of the Church of England, and on this 


ground, if for no other, he is likely to hold 


aloof, at any rate in this particular, from the 


church founded by John Knox. 


In er to unders the t now raging 
Berlin, and which has led to the Emperor's 
curt refusal to admit the Burgomaster of the 
metropolis to his presence, it should be men- 
tioned that Prussian law expressly provides 
that no public buildings, monuments, or 
changes in the ground plans of the cities of 
Berlin, Potsdam, and Charlottenburg may be 
undertaken. withdut the express sanction of 
the sovereign. This law dates from the time 
of the father of Frederick the Great, who 
took a great interest in the laying out of the 
City of Berlin, anxious to render his capital 
in point of fine buildings, broad thorough- 
fares, and stately monuments worthy of the 
metropolis of a kingdom. He was wont to 
offer special inducements to rich foreigners 
to settle in Bérlin, providing they would put 
up fine buildings for their residences, and. 
indeed, next to the care of his regiments of 
giant guards the beautification of the City 
of Berlin was the subject nearest his heart. 
It is this law that the Kaiser is invoking at 
the present moment to prevent the erection 
of several fine fountains, for which the 
municipality had given the order, on the pre- 
text that the designs were not sufficiently 
artistic to meet with his approval.

The past, however, is not enough to satis- 
fy the anibitions of the “ Yale democracy.” 
The faculty, the graduates, and the students 
all look forward to the future with hope 
and courage. Yale has been renewing her 
youth like the eagle. Together with the 
composure and serenity of an established 
institution. she has the vigor and alertness 
of a new enterprise. Under President 
Dwight was begun the task, now proceed- 
ing to its completion under President Had- 
ley, of bringing Yale into a position in which 
it can feel and can influence all the cur- 
rents of modern life and thought. New build- 
ings, hew equipment, new ideas have changed 
the Yale of 1870 into the Vale of 1901. 
It is hoped that this change will not mean 
the surrender of anything that was valua- 
ble under the old régime.

This is hard on the conscientious man who 
tries to milk cows as well as he can, but 
who is reluctant to part with either his 
beard or his wife. But sacrifices must be 
made in the sacred name of hygiene, and if 
the public welfare demand this new step 
it should be taken. It will not distress the 
men who milk the cows any more than those 
who drink the milk and who will be con- 
stantly tormented by a dreadful vision of 
that milk being drawn from a cow by a 
married and bearded dairyman. 3

to believe that it is literally true that if 
they eat or drink tomorrow they shail die, 
And besides giving. up the pleasures of

not too much with the walls of the chest 
and not too little with the diaphragm, to 
read with the light coming over the left 
shoulders at an angle of twenty-five degrees, 
and to do a great many other things which 
are as tedious and annoying as they are 
salutary. The new regulation about beard- 
less and wifeless milkmen will hardly affect 
the vast sum total of inconveniences to 
whieh the worshjp of hygiene has subjected 
mortals.
